years ago today, on 
; April 25. 1898. Company E. Eighth 
; Ohio Infantry left East Liverpool 
for Wooster 
for services in the 
Spanlsh-American war. 
The com- 
I pany was In charge of the late Cap- 
j lain William Hill. who. 20 years 
later, led a similar group out of 
East Liverpool for service In the 
World war. 
The Spanlsh-American war com­ 
pany from here became a member 
of the eighth regiment. Ohio Na­ 
tional Guard, known as “The Presi­ 
dent’s Own.” The first and second 
lieutenants were George O. Ander­ 
son and Robert T. Hall, respective­ 
ly. 
The company was mustered into 
the United States service at Co­ 
lumbus on May IS. 1898. 
On July 
7, the regiment left New York and 
landed at Siboney, Cuba, on July 
IO. 
Sickness gelled the majority 
of the Company E men. Those able 
to do so left on Aug. 18 for Montauk 
Point, Long Island, N. Y., where 
they landed on Aug. 24. 
They en­ 
trained for W ooster and were mus­ 
tered out of service on Nov. 21, 
1898. 
Two-thirds of the company were 
physically disabled for a long per­ 
iod and many failed to recover from 
the ravages of the disease which 
the Cuban climate inflicted upon 
them.
